DAVI8* MESSAGE CRITICISED. 

[From the Mercury, March 6.J 

Our readers have already noticed the im- 
putations cast by President Davis, in his 
message, upon the Provisional Congress, by 
the plain insinuation that the required ap- 
propriations had not been mada for the cre- 
ation of a navy, and that, the present defi- 
ciency of troops was oaused by the early 
legislation of Congress. leoorreotious of 
these charges and the vindication of the 1 
Provisional Congrets from all blame, by ! 
Messrs. Conrad and Miles, the Chairmen of 
the Naval and Military Committees, have 
been briefly published in the abstracts of 
Congressional proceedings. These inci- 
dents, and the necessity of such explana- 
tions, form a fitting commentary upon the 
secret sessions. They constitute an agree- 
able episode to the earnest and succoesful 
efforts of the President’s friends to prevent 
the publication of the reoords. 

The President also seems to speak with 
gratification of the efforts he has made to 
build up our navy. 

Being ourselves totally unable to see any 
cause of gratulation in the condition of our 
navy or river defenses, we beg leave to 
submit a few facts and observations upon 1 
them. « 

During the last days of the first Congress, 
at Richmond, which was in September, the 
Government sentiu its proposed appropria- 
tions for naval, ooadt and river defenses. 
Our readers will remember that Congress 
cannot, by the Constitution, either originate 
or increase auy appropriations. They must 
be called for by the Government. The ob- 
ject of this provision of the Constitution is 
to make the Government responsible for all 
expenditures. Now, how much money do 
our readers suppose the Government re- 
quired for our naval, coast and river de- 
fenses? Why, the enormous sum of fifty 
thousand dollars! Great indignation, we 
are informed, existed in Congress at the in- 
significant amount called for. It was equiv- 
alent to saying that no money was required. 
This pitiful 6um would hardly put afloat one 
first-class iron-clad gunboat. Under the 
pressure of members of Congress, the Gov- 
ernment was induoed, at length, to ask for 
two millions of dollars. The amount called 
for ought fb have beeu ten millions. If we 
could not build speedily a navy, we could 
have bought one already built. We might 
have had, by this time, ten or twenty !Sump. 
ters scouring the ocean of our Yankee 
foes, and sending our name to the four 
quarters of the world. As it is, oan any 
one tell what has been done with even the 
two millions of dollars the Government 
called for and appropriated in September, 
and when it will be available? 

In regard to the “efforts” whioh have 
not been “spared” to employ the ship- 
yards and skilled mechanics of the South 
for the prompt creation of a navy, and to 
show how the Executive Departments “have 
done all whioh human power and foreBighW 
oould enable them to accomplish” at home, 
we would simply state that there are some 
half-dozen ship-yards in Charleston, under 
the superintendence of educated ship- 
wrights, and oapable of employing ship* 
oarpenters, who could be prooured here, 
and might have been engaged for the last 
year in making gunboats. There are the 
Messrs March A Son, Kirkwood & Knox, 
the Jones Brothers, James Addison, C. & F. 
Degnan, C. BraDdt. These are shipwrights 
and boat-builders. There are riggers and 
joiners and carpenters in numbers, who 
might have been at work. The foundries 
and workshops of Messrs. Cameron & Co., 
J. M Eason & Brother, W. 8. Henry & Co., 
Smith & Porter, Lookwood & Johnson, and 
Sonth Carolina Railroad workshops, oould 
have turned out largely of engines, ma- 
chinery and plating. But all efforts on the 
part of these skilled mechanics to get, con- 
tracts, and supply the military necessities 
of the country, were long unavailing. Their 
proffers were steadily declined. The fol- 
lowing is a specimen of the unsparing 
efforts of the Naval Department, noting in 
subservienoy to the views of the President. 
The oountry will appreoiate the fatigue con- 
sequent upon suoh exertion;

Let our readers, from 
these facts, judge of the extraordinary fore- 
sight and unsparing ctfortsof the Executive 
concerning tho Confederate Navy. 

REBEL DESERTERS AND 8UBMI8SI0NI8TS IN 
TENNESSEE. 

A letter is published in the Mercury, 
dated Chattanooga, Tennessee, February 
28, giving some details of the oapture of 
Nashville, and of the present condition of 
affairs in Tennessee, from whioh we give 
the following highly interesting state< 
menti: 

Thus fell the city— the great Western 
capital of the Confederacy — the depot of its 
stores — the seat of its manufactures — with- 
out a blow struok directly in its defense. 
The event, and the manner of it, has filled all 
ranks with surprise, indignation, and de- 
spondency. Suoh is the result of the de- 
fensive policy of the Kenluoky campaign. 
It has tarnished the glory of our arms, and 
sacrificed a vast amount of our resources. 

It is estimated that about five thousand 
left the oity, but I am sorry to say that a large 
submission sentiment was developed. 

The defense of the fort has taught us one 
lesson, and that is, that gunboats oan be re- 
sisted with loss force than we expeoted. 
We had only thirteen guns, all common 
thirty-two’s except ono which was rifled, 
and ono eight-iuch oolumbaid And these 
two were almost the only guas that were ef. 
feotive. Why did we not have forty sixty- 
eights? Was Nashville lost for the want of 
forty gnne? 

Tho army, on arriving at Murfreesboro, 
was joined by Crittenden’s command, of 
some three or four thousand, and several 
other rogiments. It ha9 moved, I learn, 
from there, but its destination is not known 
— perhaps Atlanta or Deoatur. 

It is reported that there is a considerable 
foroe at Knoxville. But we want now, first, 
enough reinforcements to make up the num - 
ber to fifty thousand, to make a stand; and 
then, twenty thousand more to commence 
aotivo hostilities, to adopt tho offensive and 
aggressive, never to cease until the inva- 
der is driven across the Ohio rivor— and 
perhaps not then. 

As Johnston's army passed through 
Nashville, the men wore indignant at leav- 
ing without a fight, and there must have been 
at least three thousand of them that turned off 
on other roads homeward, many declaring 
that they would rejoin tho army whenever 
there was a prospect of battle. I met and 
conversed with many of the officers and 
soldiers who had esoaped from Fort Donel- 
son. They also said the array there was 
surprised at being surrendered; for, al- 
though much fatigued with three days’ 
fighting, they had been victorious, and were 
still confident of defeating the enemy. All 
said that a reinforoement of ten thousand 
men would have mads victory certain. Oar 
force engaged is e.-itimated at twelve thou- 
sand; that of the enemy, when finally 
reinforced, was from fifty to sixty thousand. 
Tho estimates of the losses on both sides 
vary largely, but all concur iif making 
those of the enemy^ enormous — from five to 
ten thousand killed aud wounded. Ours 
was comparatively small, except those sur- 
rendered, than whom the Confederacy bad 
no better troops. There is hardly an in- 
stance in histoiy where men fought better. 

It was both melancholy and vexatious to 
see the two Confederate gunboats burnt at 
Nashville, to prevent them from falling into 
the hands of the enemy. They had been 
recently commenced, and lacked a month 
or two of being done. 

RIGID POLICE KKCWLATI0N8. 

The Government of North Carolina has 
published, under date of 4th Maroh, “An 
Act to provide more efficient police regula« 
tions for the districts on the seaboard, as 
amended by the Governor and Council.” It 
provides for the establishment of police 
courts, whose jurisdiction shall extend to 
all matters of oriminal and police regulation 
over tho slaves and free persons of color in 
tho seaboard districts. Said courts shall 
have full power to establish such regula- 
tions and inflict suoh punishments as they 
in their discretion may deem that the exi- 
gencies of the time may require. It further 
provides that said court may arrest such 
white persons as may be considered danger- 
ous to tho community. 

GENERAL SOUTHERN NEWS. 

[Prom the Charleston Mercnry. 6th. | 

A draft took plaoe at Savannah on Tues- 
day. The Republican in alluding to it 
says that the Mitchell Guards promptly 
volunteered, and adds : “The orowd was 
very large on the ground, but few others 
were added to the voluntary list. There 
were many aliens, not eubjeot, and a regi- 
ment or so of invalids, who double-quicked 
manfully to tho officers’ stand when excuses 
were called for. YVe had no idea of the 
sanitary condition of our population before. ” 

The Grand Jury of Richland District, S. 
C., have presented the grog-shops in the 
city of Columbia and District of Richland as 
a nulsanoo, and recommended to the Mayor 
and Aldermen of the oity to have tho nui- 
sance abated. 

The closing of the bar rooms in Charles- 
ton seems to work admirably. It oertainly 
has suddenly and wonderfully diminished 
the number of drunken men. 

The hearing of cases on the Sequestration 
Dooket was yesterday resumod in the Con- 
federate Court, Charleston, and about twen- 
ty verdicts were rendered. 

Mr. Briggs, a telegraph operator, whose 
arrest in Charleston on suspicion of being a 
spy we noticed about two weeks since, was 
yesterday honorably discharged, by order 
of Gen. Ridley. 

The Common Counoil of Charleston pro- 
poses to establish a public park on the burnt 
distriot of that city. 

Tho Confederate States Assay Offioo is 
now in operation at the Mint in Dahlonega, 
Georgia 

Upon the fact keooming known in New 
Orleans that Beauregard wanted reinforoe- 
ments at Columbus, one of tho Crescent City 
Brigades promptly volunteered for ninety 
days’ service. 

All the recent movements, about which 
there have been so many reports, are 
designed to strengthen our hold on the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, and that they will have that 
effect we have no room to doubt. 

Our latest aooounts from Nashville are to 
the effect that the Federals have arrested 
about fifty prominent Southern men as pris- 
oners, tho objeot being to intimidate and 
strike terror among Southern sympathizers 
Buell and Foote hadformod ajunotion, hav». 
ing nineteen gunboats and some fifty thou- 
sand men. 

We learn by way of Florence that the 
Federal gunboats are making frequent 
visits up the Tennessee river. They fre- 
quently acoompany transports and trading 
boats, with signs out, in glaring letters, 
"For Peace. The Federals profess muoh 
friendship, and afford the people the op- 
portunity to buy good coffee at ten oents a 
pound, baoon at six cents a pound, and 
other artioles in proportion. 

A gentleman just from Paduoah reports 
that the Foderals have upward of one hun- 
dred thousand troops between Cairo and 
that plaoe. He Bays that last Wednesday, 
while at Paducah, he saw forty Bteamboats 
loaded with troops leave there. They went 
up Tennessee river a short distance, and 
then returned and started donn the Missis- 
sippi. All the gunboatB, exoept two, were 
disabled in the fight at Fort Donelson. 
They admit their Iobs was twelve thousand, 
while others estimate it as high as twentv 
thousand. [That’ll do!J 

Through tne Texas papers we hear that 
the enemy are committing a series of 
petty depredations upon the exposed parts 
of the coast of that State.

Washington, Maroh 24. — Tribune corres- 
pondence. — The President to-day nominated 
the following Brigadier Generals: Colonel 
Dodge, of Indiana, who commanded a brig- 
ade under Col. Carr at Pea Ridge. Colonel 
Canby, of the 19th U. 8. Infantry, now 
commanding the Department of New Mexi- 
co, and 8. Wessel, of the 6th U. 8. Infantry. 

W. II. Havens, of Ohio, has been appoint* 
ed Consul at Maranham, Brazil. 

Secretary Welles has addressed the fol- 
lowing letter to Lieut. Worden, of the Moni- 
tor: 

“Navt Department. 

“Sir: The naval aotion which took place 
on the 10th instant, between the Monitor 
and the Merrimac, at Hampton Roads, when 
your vessel with two guns engaged a pow- 
erful armed steamer of at least eight guns, 
and after a four hoars’ confliot, repelled her 
formidable antagonist, has excited general 
admiration and elicited the applause of the 
whole oountry. 

“The President direots me, while earnest- 
ly and deeply sympathizing with you in the 
injury whioh you have sustained, but whioh 
is believed to be but temporary, to thank 
you and your command for the heroism you 
have displayed and the great service you 
have rendered. The aotion of the 10th, and 
the performance, power, and capability of 
the Monitor, must effect a radical ohange in 
naval warfare. 

“Flagoffiocr Goldsborough, in your ab 
senoe, will be furnished by the department 
with a copy of this letter of thanks, and in- 
struoted to cause it to be read to the officers 
and orew of the Monitor. 

“I am respeotfully, your ob’t sev’t, 

“Gideon Welles.” 

Times Correspondence — The Journal of 
Boston, the 8unday Mercury and the Jour- 
nal of Commeroe of New Y’ork, were sup- 
pressed by the order of the Secretary of 
War, and their editors and proprietors ar- 
rested and ordered to Washington to be 
tried by oourt-martial for violating the 57 th 
article of war. 

The statement that Gen. Blenker has 
been suspended from his command is pro- 
nounce untrue. Neither is it true that the 
Senate Military Committee have reported 
against his confirmation. He is opposed by 
some of his countrymen, but the Senate 
committee moan to give him n fair ohance. 

Fewer bids were put in for western gut- 
goats to-day than were anticipated by the 
department. The awards will not be made 
for several days. The plan of oaoh boat is 
highly approved by soientifio men. They 
are invulnerable and draw only >4 feet of 
water. 

Baltimore, March 24.— On Thursday 
last an expedition left Newbern in steam- 
ers, went down the river, aud landing, 
struck the railroad, and teok up their maroh 
for Beaufort, with the help of oars from 
Newbern. No opposition was made to the 
advanoe of our forces. Ou the evening of 
tho 20th, the rebels learned of our approaoh 
and blew up Fort Maoou, fired the steamer 
Nashville, and retreated across the river to 
Morehead City and Carolina City, and 
finally went in the direction of Washington. 
Beaufort was almost entirely evacuated by 
the people. Onr troops oooupied the place 
the next day. 

On the same day, the 20th, Gen. Bnrnside 
sent a force with several gunboats to Wash- 
ington. There was no opposition to the 
landing of our troops, who occupied the 
town, and the Union flag is flying on the 
court hou. e e. 

There was nothing new at Newbern. Our 
pickets extend for eight miles towards 
Goldsboro. On Wednesday three men stray- 
ed beyond our lines and were made prisoners 
by a troop of rebel cavalry. The inhabit- 
ants are generally returning to the town and 
taking the oath of allegianoe. 

Herald's Correspondence. — A rumor is 
current here this evening, that General 
Shields will be obliged to have his left arm 
amputated, on aooount of the wound re- 
o oived atthe battle near YVinohester. 

Portland, Mb., Maroh 25. — The steamer 
Nova Scotian, from Liverpool 13th, via 
Londonderry, 14th inst., arrived at four 
o’clock this morning. Her Janes arc two 
days later than those already reoeived. 

The steamers Kangaroo and Teutonia, 
from New l T ork, arrived out on 13th inst. 
Political news unimportant. 

London, March 14. — A member of the 
English Cabinet reoently declared to a dep- 
utation from the manufacturing districts 
that according to information from Wash- 
ington, an amioable separation between the 
North and the South would take plaoe about 
June, and the basis of the treaty would be 
as follows: Missouri, Kentucky, and Ten- 
nessee are to return to the Union. The two 
republics are to have a custom line. Search 
for slaves is to be prohibited. In all the 
States slavery must disappear within thirty 
years. 

Paris, March 14. — M. Thouvenelhad sent 
a note to M. Rotezzi, pronouncing the dan- 
gers created by the Italian providemento as 
certain. 

The specie in the Bank of France has in- 
orcaeed during the month 01,000,000 francs. 

Jules Favre, in the Corps Legislatif, de. 
nounoed the Mexican expedition; but the 
paragraph favoring it in the address to the 
Emperor was adopted. 

Liverpool, March 14 — The Sumter still re- 
mained at Gibraltar on the 18th inst. 

Oreat Britain. — The London Times pub- 
lishes an artiole against any revision of the 
maratime law. It argues that if England 
gives up the right to oapture merohant 
ships, she will surrender the only arm that 
has gained her all she has, and deprive her 
of all she has gained. The Times thinks 
that the victories reoently gained by the 
Federals will lead to a separation, and 
peaoe between Northern and Southern 
States. 

France. — The Paris Bourse was heavy 
and drooping. Rentes quoted at 69f Go. 

It was rumored that the English Govern- 
ment had notified the French Government 
of the departure from London of three men 
who were implicated in the Orsini plot and 
that they were suspeoted of harboring de- 
signs against the life of the Emperor. The 
French polioe were on the lookout for them. 

Italy — The majority of the members of 
the Chamber of Deputies have resolved to 
support the new ministry. The details of 
the first sitting of the General Provide- 
mento Assembly at Genoa had been pub- 
lished. Garibaldi was enthusiastically re- 
oeived. In his speech he applauded the 
idea of a Central Committee of the Provi- 
demento. The idea of forming one sooiety 
from all the liberal Italian Sooieties would 
receive the approval of all the repre- 
sentatives of those sooieties. He waa 
strongly in faver of suoh a union in order 
to form and express in a word the 
Roman forces. The Assembly rose to their 
feet and loudly applauded the sentiment. 
Oaribaldi, when the applause subsided, re- 
sumed his remarks. He said he hoped the 
Italians would also hold out their hands to 
all the enelaved nations of the earth. The 
Government had warned the Providemento 
Committee of Genoa to assume n certain 
tone, otherwise they would be compelled to 
dissolve the association. 

Spain — The Confederate Commissioner, 
Ruet, had arrived in Madrid, but the Gov- 
ernment refnsed to reoeive him. 



New York, March 26. — The steamer Gee. 
Peabody from Newbern on the 22d, via 
Hatteras on Sanday, has arrived here. She 
left at the inlet the steemers New Bruns 
wiok and Louisa, with many of the wonnd- 
ed from the Burnside expedition. The steam, 
er Spaulding left on Sunday for Fortress 
Monroe with a part of the rebel prisoners. 
The Peabody touched at Hampton Roads, 
where she saw a large fleet at anchor. 

The expedition to Washington consisted 
of several gunboats and the Massaohusetts 
24th regiment. 

The expedition to Beaufort had not been 
reported back, exoept the oapture of the 
Nashyille by our blockading fleet, as she 
was leaving the plaoe on the approaoh of 
our troops.

Kansas Citt, March 24—A skirmish oc- 
curred between a detachment of the 6th 
Kaneas Regiment and Quantrel’s band near 
Independence on the 22d. The fetter was 
routed with a lose of 7 killed. Federal loss 
one killed. We captured 11 prisoners and 
horses. 

The rebels had killed two men and bnrned 
the bridge aoross Little Blue ou the Bame 
day. 

A fire oocurred here last night, destroy- 
ing three large buildings on the levee. 
Loss estimated at $35,000; supposed to be 
the work of an incendiary. 

Passengers by the Santa Fe stage furnish 
the following: 

Col. Slough, of Colorado, had arrived at 
Fort Union with 550 men, marohing ICO 
miles in fear days. They intend forming a 
junotion with Col. Canby. Col. Canby waa 
at Fort Craig on the 7th. 

The advance guard of the Texans was at 
Algcdones, 45 miles from Santa Fe, on the 
4th. Another battle is expected before the 
1st of April. This stage started from Ft. 
Union. There are no mails or papers from 
Santa Fe. The stock and coaches had been 
taken off between Fort Union and Santa 
Fe. 

New York, Maroh 25. — The steamer 
Champion arrived this morning from Aspin- 
wall, with $480,000 in treasure. The 
latest from South Amerioa says that part of 
the revolutionary party have been arrested 
in Bolivia and that the others have dad the 
the oountry. The army has been re- 
duced to a peaoe footing. The attempted 
revolt at Ariquippa, Peru, has been sup- 
pressed. The ill feeling at Lima against 
the Spaniards, is said to be dying oat. 

Jamaica advioes of the 10th inst. are rei 
cieved, but they are unimportant. 

New Yobk, Maroh 25. — The brig Yankee 
Blade has arrived from Fort Piokens on 
the 11th aud Key West on the 17th. The 
impression was that Gen. Bragg had left 
Pensacola, and parties with glasses say the 
rebel guns had been turned inland, proba- 
bly in expectation of a visit from General 
Butler. Four contrabands, who escaped, 
say there are but 3,000 troops at Peusaoola, 
and they poorly armed. 

Pittsburg, Maroh 25. — River ten feet six 
inches by pier mark and falling. Weather 
clear and oool. 



From Fort Pulaski. 

The Hilton Head oorTespondent of the 
N. Y. Herald, writing on the 15th inst., 
speaks as follows of the situation at Sa- 
vannah : 

Fort Pulaski is oompletely out off from 
all oommunioation with Savannah. It is 
barely possibly that a small boat, with let- 
ters aad dispatches, may now aad then suc- 
ceed in reaching the fort from Savannah, 
but the oases are very rare. Cue thing is 
certain, no provisions, reinforcements or 
supplies have reached the fort in more than 
six weeks, and the effect of the blockade 
must begin to be keenly felt by the beleag- 
uered garrison. On Wednesday last two of 
Tatn&ll’s fleet attempted to run the bloek- 
ade of our batteries on Jones’ and Bird’s 
Islands, and also on Long Island. The at. 
tempt was unsuccessful, as our batteries 
forced the rebels to retire. The fight was 
at long taw, and continued sharply for two 
or three hours. What damage has been 
done to either side cannot be stated, a£ we 
have had no news, from Dawfuskie since. 

Whilo the engagement was going on, tha 
garrison of Fort Pulaski crowded the walls 
to witness the fight, and ono or two climbed | 
the flagstaff to get a better view of the affair. 1 
They manifestwl great interewt and anxiety 
in the bucccsb of their friends, and this 
being observed by our men in the battery 
near the Martello tower, on Tybee, a 
thirty pound Parrott rifle was turned on the 
fort and discharged. The shell exploded 
directly over the fort, and produced the 
utmost consternation among the rebels. The 
parapets were quiokly deserted, and the 
oonspioaous individuals on the flagstaff came 
down by the run, aud in a moment not a 
soul oould be seen ou the walls of the fort. 

I presume that we shall have Fort Pulaski 
again one of these days; but it all depends 
on the supply of provisions in the store- 
houses ou Cockspur Island. They are 
bound to be starved out eventu ally, as pro- 
visions oannot be got to them. But of all 
that more anon. 

From Havana and Mexico. 

S1UKNE38 AMONG THE ALLIED FORCES AT VEKA 
CRUZ. 

|Corre*i>ondenceof the New York Times. | 

Havana, March 15, 1862. 

We have dates from Vera Cruz up to the 
7th inst., brought by the Blascode Garay, a 
Spanish steamer of-war, and in whioh oame 
143 sick soldiers. Little of interest has 
transpired there since our last dates, of the 
4th. Brig.Geu. Lorencey arrived on thefith 
inst., in the Forfait, but as yet the Frenoh 
reinforcements had not. 

The English are all, save oue hundred, 
“who remain to defend the British A**,” 
embarked, and ready to start for England, 
via Havana and Bermuda. They have sold 
the mules, harness, 6lo., taken from this 
port by the Barraoouta, for their use, to 
the Frenoh. 

A false rumor was started ia Y'ery Cruz 
that Marquez had given battle to Gen. Cuil- 
las, (of Juarez’s army,) and defeated him. 
Masquez and Cabos still hold the road to 
Mexieo. Sickness still continues in Vera 
Cruz, principally among the Spanish troops. 
Gen. Prim and body guard left for Orizaba 
on the 4th. 

The Law’s Uncertainty. — About fear 
years ago a German, named Henry Schmidt, 
employed in the Mint in this oity, was 
arrested on the oharge of stealing unfinished 
ooin from the Mint, and takon before United 
States Commissioner HeazliU, who investi- 
gated the oharge under the direction of Dis- 
triot Attorney Vandyke. The counsel for 
the defense argued before the Commissioner 
that Schmidt oould uot be tried in the United 
States Court, as the offense did not oome 
within the aet of Congress, and the Com- 
missioner inolining to that opinion, the ao- 
oused was discharged. He was afterwards 
arrested by the State authorities and held to 
answer the charge of larceny, and gave bail 
for his appearance at oourt. Upon his lib- 
eration, he retired to a farm in Montgom- 
ery oounty, where he has been living until 
reoently. Yesterday he was arrested on a 
benoh warrant and takqn before Judge 
Allison, who ordered him to give bail la 
$2,500 for his appearance for trial at the 
next term of the Court. — Phil. Ledger, 21. 

A Desolate Country. — A gentleman 
who arrived at Wheeling on Saturday from 
Martinsburg, Va., says that he never saw a 
more desolate- looking country. The whole 
section of the country looks as if a desolate 
hurricane had passed over it, destroying 
every thing. The fields are all laid waste. 
The fences are gone, houses and barns have 
been destroyed, and one-half of the dwell- 
ings are nnoooupied. — Intelligencer.

Address of Governor Oenerni Johnson 

\PPRALT0TIIE PEOPLE or TtNNK881£. 

F.LLow-dTizEEs: Tennessee assumed 
the fern of a body politic, as one of the 

mtea States of Amerioa, in the year sev- 
enteen hundred and nfeety-six, at once on 
titled to all the privileges of the Federal 
Constitution, and bound by all its obliga- 
tions. For nearly sixty fire years she con- 
tinued in the enjoyment of all her rights, 
and in the performance of all her duties’, 
one of the moot loyal and devoted of the 
sisterhood of States. She had been honored 
oy the elevation of two of her citizens to the 
highest place ia the gift of the American 
people, and a third had been nominated for 
the same high offioe, who received a liberal 
though ineffective support. Her popula- 
tion had rapidly and largely increased, an ! 
their moral and material interests corre- 
spondingly advanced. Never was a people 
more prosperous, contented and happy than 
the people of Tennessee under the Govern • 
ment of the United States, and none so 
little burdened for the support of tho author- 
ity by whioh they were protected. They 
felt their Government only in the consol ut 
enjoyment of the benefits it conferred and 
the blessings it bestowed. 

Such was our enviable condition until 
within the year juet past, when, under what 
b ‘hatful influence** it is not my purpose now 
to inquire, the authority of the Government 
was set at defiance, aad the Constitntioa 
and laws contemned, by a rebellion*, arm l 
force. Men who, ia additioa to the ordinary 
privileges and duties of the eitizen, had en - 
joyed largely the bounty aad official 
age of the Government, and had, by repeat- 
ed oaths, obligated themselves to its support, 
with sudden ingratitude for the beuaty aad 
disregard of their solemn obligation, en 
gaged, deliberately and ostentatiously, in 
the acoompiishment of its overthrow. 
Many, accustomed to defer to their opinions 
and to accept their guidance, and others 
carried away by exoitement or overawed by 
seditious clamor, arrayed themselves under 
their banners, thus organizing n treasonable 
power, whioh, for the time being, stifled and 
suppressed the authority of the Federal 
Government. 

In this condition of affairs it devolved upon 
the President, bound by his offiofel oath to 
preserve, protect and defend the Constitu- 
tion, and charged by the law with the July 
of suppressing insurrection and domestic 
violence, to resist and repel this rebellious 
force by the military arm of the Govern- 
ment, and thus to re-establish the Federal au- 
thority. Congress, assembling at an early 
day, found him engagedia the aorive discharge 
of this momentous and responsible tru.u. 

That body came promptly to his aid, and 
while supplying him with treasure ar l 
arras to an extent that would previously 
have been considered fabulous, they, at the 
same time, with almost absolute unanimity 
declared “that this war is not waged on 
their part in any spirit of oppre-sion, not 
fornny purpose of oonquoit or subjuga'icn, 
nor purpose of overthrowing cr interfering 
with the rights of established insfitu io i 
of these States, but to defend and main- 
tain the supremacy of the Constitution 
and to preserve the Union with all the dig- 
nity, equality and rights of the several 
States unimpaired; and that as soon as 
these objects are accomplished, the war 
ought to oease.” In this spirit, and 
by sueh co-operation, has the President 
oonduoted this mighty oon’est, wntil, 
as Commander-in Chief of the army, he 
has caused the national flag again to float 
undisputed over the capitol of the State. 
Meanwhile the State government has dis- 
appeared. The Executive has abdicated; 
the Legislature has dissolved; theJudlc »ry 
is in abeyance. The great ship of state, 
freighted with its precious cargo of huraau 
interests and human hopes, its sails ail set 
and its glorious flag unfurled, has been 
suddenly abandoned by her officers au 1 
mutinous orew, and left to float at tho 
mercy of the winds and to be plundered by 
every rover upon the deep. Indeed the 
work of plunier has a ready oommoooed. 
The archives have been desecrated; tho 
public property stolen and destroyed; tho 
vaults of the dtate Bank violated anJ its 
treasures robbed, including the fends care- 
fully gathered and consecrated for nil lima 
to the instruction of our children. 

Ia snch a ’amentabfo crisis, the Govert* 
ment United States eoull not be an 

mindful of its high constitutional obligation 
to guarantee to every State in thie Uaion a 
republican form of government, an oblige 
tion whioh every State has a direct an l 
immediate interest in having wheeled 
towards every other State; and from whioa 
by no action on the part of ike people ia 
any .State, can the Federal Government be 
absolaud. A republic in firm of government, 
in ooasoa.anoe with the Constitution of the 
United States, is one of the fundamental 
conditions at' our political existence, by 
which every parc of the country is alike 
bound, aad from vnich no part oan escape . 
This obligation the natii.. , tnl government U 
now attempting to disoaargC I have been 
appointed, in the absence of tht> regular and 
established State authorities, «s Military 
Governor for the time being, to preservo 
the pub lie property of the State, to give the 
proteetion of law notively enforced to her 
citizens, and, as speedily as may be, to re- 
store her governsunt to the same conditiou 
as before the exieting rebellion. 

In this grateful but arduous uudertak 
ing, 1 shall avail myself of all the aid 
that may be afforded to my fellow-citizens. 
Aad for this purpose, 1 respectfully, but 
earnestly, invi e all the people o I Tennes- 
see, desirous or willing to see a restoration 
of her ancient government, without d;s Dic- 
tion of party-affiliations or past political 
opinions or action, to unite with me, by 
oounseland co-operative agent y, to accam 
plish this great end. 1 find most, if not nil, 
of the (offices both State and Federal vaca- 
ted either by actual abandonment, or by the 
notion of the incumbents in attempting to 
subordinate their functions to a power in 
hostility to the fundamental few of the 
Bute, and subversive of her national al 
legiance These effioes must be filled 
temporarily, until the State shall be re- 
stored so far to its accustomed quiet, tha t 
the people can peaceably assemble at the 
ballot box and select agents of their own 
choice. Otherwise anarchy would prevail, 
and no man's life or property would be safe 
from the desperate and unprincipled. 

I shall, therefore, as early as practica- 
ble, designate for various positions under 
the State and oounty governments, from 
among ray fellow citizens, persons of prob- 
ity and intelligence, and bearing true alls* 
giaocoto the Constitution and Government 
of the United States, who will execute the 
functions of their respective effiaee, until 
their pieces can be filled by the action of 
the people. Their authority, when the»r 
appointments shall have been male, will 
be accordingly respected and observed. 

To the people themselves, the projection 
of the Gevernment is extended. All their 
rights wiU be duly respected, and their 
wrongs redicssed when maJ^ known. 
Those who through the dark and weary 
night of the rebellion have maintained their 
allegiance to the Federal Government will 
be honored. The erring ia<i misguided 
will be welcomed on their return. And 
while it may beoome necessary, ia vindicat- 
ing the violated msjesty of the few, aud in 
reasserting its imperial sway, to punish i*. 
telligeat and conscious treason ia high 
plaoes, no merely retaliatory or vindictive 
policy will bo adopted To those, especially, 
who ia n private, unofficial capacity have 
assumed an attitude of hostility to the 
Government, a fell and complete amnesty 
for all past acts and declarations is offered 
upon the one condition of their again yield> 
ing themselves peaceful citizens to the just 
supremacy of the laws. This I advise them 
to do for their own good, and for the Trace 
and welfare of our beloved State, endeared 
te me by the associations of long and active 
yenrs, and by the enjoyment of her highest 
honor*. 

And appealing to my fellow-citizen* of 
Tennessee, I point them to my long public 
life, as a pledge for tho sincerity of mj mo- 
tives, an earnest for the performance of my 
present aad future duties.

Relieved 
from the strict rule whieh prohibits a negro 
from being abroad at night, they prowled 
about the streets until a late hour, but were 
quiet about teiuo’olock. 

Officers foraging for the cemforts of life 
were strolling aoout for some time, aud 
finally secured quarters in the deeerted 
houses. Tne furniture had been removed 
from many houses, but some were found in 
readiness to be vacated, the fhrahnre being 
paoked and left on the floor. Some very 
oomfortable quarters were secured in a 
house with a tolerably good stock of win«s 
and liquors, and a well supplied larder.
